Friends have asked Brianne Bricker to be their 
bridesmaid so many times, that this summer she 
finally had to say no. 

It’s not that the 24-year-old didn’t want to 
be in her friend’s wedding, but after spending 
more than $5,000 on nine weddings over the 
last two years, she literally just can’t afford one 
more. 

“It’s hard, because she’s somebody I’d want to 
have in my wedding,” Bricker said, referring to 
the bride she turned down who is a close college 
friend. 

But Bricker isn’t the only bridesmaid to feel the 
burden of wedding expenses. 

After adding up the cost of the dress, acces- 


sories, travel expenses, wedding gifts and more, 
weddingchannel.com found that it costs about 
$1,695 to be a bridesmaid. The estimate was based 
on a 2010 Real Weddings study that surveyed 
more than 20,000 brides nationwide. 

The highest expenses include travel to the wed- 
ding, shower and bachelorette party which each 
can cost an average of $300. 

Many bridesmaids don’t realize how quickly the 
expenses can add up, says Amy Eisinger, associate 
editor of weddingchannel.com. 

“From the moment they announce the engage- 
ment, to the day your friend walks down the aisle, 
if that’s a year and a half, you don’t realize that 
you’ve spent $1,600,” she said. 

As the economy struggles out of a slump, the 


price of weddings — and the cost of being a brides- 
maid— is starting to rise. 

“We saw the cost go down during the recession 
because brides were incredibly cost conscious in 
what they were asking their friends to do,” Eis- 
inger said. 

Now, however, brides are asking for more for- 
mal weddings with larger price tags. 

Bricker, whose friends compare her to the main 
character in “27 Dresses,” says she has had second 
thoughts about being in some of the weddings in 
which she wasn’t as close to the bride. 

“I think you underestimate how much it’s go- 
ing to cost,” she said with a knowing laugh. “To be 
honest, it’s probably some of the reason that I’m 
as poor as I am.”

Hey! Beer man! Where are you? 

With springlike weather and pennant-con- 
tending baseball skipping both sides of town 
this season, ballpark vendors north and south 
are singing the beer-bottom blues. 

“We do about 30 percent less loads {cases} 
than we used to,” said Rich Harris, a vendor 
for the Cubs and White Sox since 1982. “That 
says it all.” 

Added Ron Raney U.S. Cellular Field’s Beer 
Vendor of the ^ar (that’s really an award) 
in 2009: “The weather, the losses, the no- 
shows— it all adds up. It’s tough.” 

According to baseball-reference.com. 
Cubs attendance so far this season is down 
2,313 per game compared with 2010. Sox atten- 
dance is down 1,117 game. Those numbers 
are tickets sold, which often has been a bigger 
number than fans in the stands this season. 

The dipping cha-ching is expected to get a 
short respite beginning Friday, when the Sox 
play three afternoon games at Wrigley Field. 
Hot, thirsty, summer skies are forecast over 
the baseball confine, which is fire-coded to 
accommodate an ultra-max of 42,643. Cubs 
officials say that includes standing-room and 
complimentary tickets that aren’t counted as 
sold by Major League Baseball. 

“How can we not be looking forward to 
this weekend?” asked Wally Hayward, Cubs 
executive vice president and chief sales and 
marketing officer. 

So upstairs, the song remains upbeat. But 
down in the aisles, where the suds meet the

ebb and flow of the swells, vendors can only 
hope. 

“There’s no question this has been a rough 
year,” said Vince Pesha, vice president of 
the Service Employees International Local 
I, which represents vendors at the Cell and 
Wrigley “Both teams have been playing below 
their expectations. The weather’s been lousy 
And no matter what anyone wants to tell you, 
home teams winning makes fans happy And 
happy fans spend more money” 


The rules, the variables, the courtesies, the 
consistencies— all feed into whether a beer 
vendor at a Chicago ballpark turns a decent 
buck. 

The basic goal is simple; they scoot, they 
pour. And they do it over and over until it’s 
time to reload in one of the commissaries that 
dot the upper and lower decks at both ball- 
parks. 

Mark Reiner— who teaches elementary 
school art when he’s not improvising pop and 


show-tune lyrics “near the Bartman seats” at 
Wrigley and behind third base at the Cell— 
has vended during summers at Chicago sports 
stadiums for close to four decades. He made 
his maiden run at the Tribune Charities’ old 
College All-Star Game in July 1972 at Soldier 
Field. 

“I made $40 that night selling popcorn,” he 
said. “I thought, ‘Geez, what a great summer 
job.’” 

The following summer, he began the long

run up the vendor ladder at Wrigley Field and 
Comiskey Park. That meant a relentless as- 
cent from ice cream to peanuts to pop to hot 
dogs. Finally he achieved summa cum laude— 
beer. 

“Beer vendors generally make the most 
money” Raney said. “But you’ve got to pay 
your dues to get there.” 

And though to vendors beer sales remain 
the only barometer in the struggle for legal 
tender, team managements have a different 


perspective in MLB’s advancing era of greater 
family orientation. 

“I am not buying that you can gauge overall 
fan enjoyment by the amount or beer sold or 
consumed,” said Brooks Boyer, Sox vice presi- 
dent of marketing. 

“We have a significant number of families 
that come out, so they, for the most part, 
would drive that figure down.” 

Said the Cubs’ Hayward: “We have the larg- 
est season-ticket base in franchise history 


this year. To the extent that the impact of the 
cold and wet weather so far has had on us, of 
course it’s going to be reflected in the sales of 
food, beverage and merchandise.” 

But vendors and management alike agree 
on what would turn this season around. 

“The best thing baseball-wise that could 
happen from here on out on both sides of 
town is win, win, win,” Harris said. “That 
would make everyone happy— the teams, the 
fans and us.”

The life of a beer vendor? It’s more 
than meets the eye. 

Beyond dues, a beer vendor must 
willingly assume a working persona 
that is two parts robot, three parts 
computer and, with some, at least one 
part showman. 

Vendors report to work for Cubs 
games at an older building just north- 
west of Wrigley At the Cell, there is a 
more modern dressing area inside the 
ballpark. 

Once they receive their area as- 
signment for a game— third-base 
side, first-base side, lower deck, up- 
per deck, bleachers— they report to 
the commissary nearest their work 
domain. 

“Seniority determines a lot,” ven- 
dor Rich Harris said. “Most of us have 
been doing this 20, 30, even 40 years. 
That’s why we almost always are in the 
same areas. And in those areas, espe- 
cially with all the season-ticket hold- 
ers, we have regulars.” 

And hopefully some of those regu- 
lars and others will not forget to tip 
their server. 

“Most guys will buy at least eight or 
10 tickets even for the slowest games,” 
Harris said. “That means when you 
have to reload, you cut out the extra 
minutes in the commissary purchas- 
ing tickets.” 

Added vendor Ron Raney: “Time 
and steps are money in this job.” 

The full core of beer vendors hit the 
stands about 30 minutes before first 
pitch. They normally have a window 
of about three hours before beer sales 
are cut off 

For night games at Wrigley that 
means last load goes out in the bot- 
tom of the sixth, with sales cut off at 
the end of the seventh or 9:20 p.m., 
whichever comes first. For day games, 
sales end after the eighth. At the Cell, 
the cutoff for sales— “ ‘Sudden death,’ 
as we call it,” vendor Mark Reiner said 
—is the last out in the seventh. 

By the time the crowd is exiting, 
most beer vendors are going through 
a checkout procedure lasting 20 min- 
utes or so in the commissaries. Their 
commissions then are computed and 
paid by check on a biweekly basis.

A new Navy Pier 

Plan calls for more green space and an expanded Children’s Museum

Navy Pier officials released a framework plan 
Thursday morning for refreshing Chicago’s top 
tourist attraction, envisioning that the Chicago 
Children’s Museum not only will stay put as an 
anchor but also expand there. 

“As the pier and the museum have explored 
their respective missions in recent months, 
they have come to recognize that each institu- 
tion strengthens the other. They are working 
together on a plan to locate an expanded Chi- 
cago Children’s Museum in the family pavilion” 
of the Pier, according to an executive summary 
of the plan. 

“If finalized this new permanent home for the 
museum would occupy nearly 100,000 square 
feet,” it said. 

The museum has been in talks with Navy Pier 
leadership about the possibility of remaining at 
the lakefront tourist site since early this year, 
and its inclusion in the blueprint moves the in- 


stitution away from its earlier plan to relocate to 
Grant Park. 

The projected cost for the redevelopment of 
the public elements of Navy Pier will be about 
$155 million, according to the plan. The fig- 
ure does not include private investments that 
would come from partner cultural institutions, 
the Chicago Shakespeare Theater and the Chil- 
dren’s Museum, or from commercial partners 
such as hotel developments. 

The plan envisions a boutique hotel on the 
east side of the pier, a proposal that could prove 
controversial to lakefront advocates who would 
fight any commercial building east of Lake 
Shore Drive. 

It foresees a major expansion of the Chicago 
Shakespeare Theater, with construction of a 
distinctively shaped new building. The proposal 
also calls for increased green space and upgraded 
landscaping, more restaurants and improved re- 
tail offerings at Navy Pier. 


The theater expansion could include adding 
a 950 -seat facility to its existing 500 -seat and 
200 -seat theaters, potentially taking over the 
neighboring space occupied by the pier’s under- 
used Skyline Stage, home to “Cirque Shanghai” 
in the summer. 

In addition, pier officials said Thursday that 
they would conduct an international search for 
a firm that would provide a new design for the 
pier’s outdoor spaces. 

To illustrate the changes they have in mind, 
they showed renderings that revealed a trans- 
formed east end of the pier with landscaping 
and water features, rather than concrete and 
other pavement. 

The pier plan was rolled out one day before 
the publicly owned entertainment complex 
moves to private management. The 3,0 00 -foot 
pier will be leased at no cost to Navy Pier Inc., a 
new nonprofit that will govern and manage the 
facility

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Get ready to sweat 


A one-day heat wave is moving in, and Friday 
likely will be the hottest day of the year so far 
with temperatures in the upper 90s. But it 
will feel even hotter. 

The heat index— a combination of heat and 
humidity that quantifies how hot it actually 
feels— will be 102 to 107 in the afternoon, ac- 
cording to the National Weather Service. 

Weather service meteorologist Richard 
Castro said the predicted high Friday is 97 de- 
grees, higher than the peak temperature seen 
this spring, 96 degrees June 7. 

“Whatever the temperature hits tomorrow, 
the high levels of humidity are going to make 
it pretty dangerous to do anything strenuous 
outside,” Castro said Thursday 

As many people have outdoor plans this 
weekend, it is essential that sensitive groups 
take precautions to stay safe and limit the ex- 
acerbation of breathing problems. 


But just as quickly as the hot weather moves 
into the area, it will move out. Temperatures 
are expected to return to the 80s by Saturday 

The city experienced three days in early 
June in which temperatures topped 90, but 
with much lower humidity levels, officials 
said. 

“The dewpoint is expected to be in the 70s, 
which will make everyone very uncomfort- 
able,” Castro said. The dew point is an indica- 
tion of how saturated the air is with moisture. 

“This is a time when people need to check 
on the elderly and drink plenty of water,” add- 
ed Ben Deubelbeiss, another weather service 
meteorologist. 

The record temperature for a July i is 103, 
set in 1956. The last time it hit 97 degrees was 
Aug. 2, 2006, and July 31 and Aug. i, 2006, it 
was even hotter, with a high of 99 degrees. 
Last year’s high was 94 degrees July 23. 



Bank heist for Christ er, not so much 


A Chicago woman robbed a Palos Heights 
bank of $120,000 at gunpoint while wearing 
a mask and nun habit similar to one worn in 
the movie “The Town,” federal authorities 
charged Thursday 

Navahcia Edwards previously had worked 
at the TCF Bank branch in Palos Heights 
that was the scene of the holdup May 29, ac- 
cording to the federal complaint. 

Edwards and a male accomplice who has 
not been arrested both wore the nun outfits 
and displayed weapons during the takeover 
of the TCF Bank. 

Records from a costume shop show that 
Edwards used her Visa card to purchase two 
“Nun on the Run adult masks” 10 days before 
the robbery, the FBI alleged. 

Video surveillance from the bank matches 


the masks, according to the complaint. In 
addition, she also used a credit card to pur- 
chase the ‘Adult Funny Nun Costume” from 
another website, authorities said. 

It is the second time in a month that fed- 
eral authorities have slapped Edwards with 
charges in a bank theft. 

She was released on her own recognizance 
in June after being charged with embez- 
zling almost $20,000 in cash while working 
at a Chase Bank branch in Country Club 
Hills. 

According to the new charges against her, 
Edwards appears to have robbed the TCF 
Bank so she could pay back much of the mon- 
ey she allegedly stole from the Chase branch. 

Edwards worked at the TCF bank for four 
months in 2010.

Feds: Colleges better 
explain tuition hikes 


Sharpen those pencils, university presidents. Roughly 
530 colleges across the country soon will have to sub- 
mit special reports to Uncle Sam, explaining why 
their tuition and student fees have recently surged. 

For the first time, the Department of Education re- 
leased a list Thursday ranking colleges with the steep- 
est tuition hikes. 

The report lists the top 5 percent of schools with 
the sharpest tuition increases over a three-year period 
for several categories. Bylaw, the worst offenders now 
will be required to submit special reports to the gov- 
ernment, explaining why costs have gone up so dra- 
matically, and how they plan to address rising prices. 

The nation’s largest public university, Arizona State 
University, is among those listed after it hiked tuition 
38 percent— from $4,971 in the 2007-08 school year 
to $6,844 just three years later. 

All three of Arizona’s public universities were on 
the list— not coincidentally after the state govern-

ment imposed some of the nation’s harshest cuts 
on higher education. Since fiscal 2008, the state 
has slashed its university funding by 50 percent, or 
$428 million. More statewide tuition hikes are on the 
way in the fall. 

Among the other large public universities that 
made the list, Georgia State University hiked tuition 
46 percent and Alabama State University increased 
tuition 43 percent. 

About two-thirds of California State University’s 
23 campuses also were listed, for each hiking tuition 
between 37 percent and 46 percent.

15 days it’s still kind of like it is now. 
I’m just going to Europe and play,” 
he said in a phone interview. “The 
thing about that is you have to com- 
mit for the whole year and you have 
no out clauses whatsoever. I support 
the players and the union and want to 
see the [NBA] game stay great. But at 
the end of the day, with two years or 
so left of playing basketball. I’m not 
interested in watching billionaires 
fight. I just like the game too much. I 
like the camaraderie. I like to play. So 
why not do it in a great city in Europe 
and educate my family?” 


NBA LOCKOUTS 

1998: League games were can- 
celed for the first time because 
of a work stoppage. The 191-day 
lockout began July 1. 1998, and 
ended Jan. 6, 1999, eliminat- 
ing 928 games with the season 
reduced from 82 games to 50 
per team. Salaries were capped 
at $9 million to $14 million, and a 
rookie pay scale was Introduced. 
Fans’ interest tumbled. 

1996: Only a few hours were 
needed to settle a July 11 lockout. 
Owners and players quickly re- 
solved their differences over $50 
million in TV revenue. 

1995: Owners imposed a lockout 
that lasted 74 days (July 1-Sept. 
12) after players refused to vote 
on a new agreement that includ- 
ed a luxury tax. Owners dropped 
the tax in a subsequent agree- 
ment but gained the option of 
discarding the agreement after 
three years if player salaries ex- 
ceeded 51.8 percent of basket- 
ball-related income. No games 
were canceled because the lock- 
out came in the offseason. 


Lockout puts Bulls’ championship push on hold

Bulls fans, your team has a lot of potential. But 
you’re going to have to wait to see them reach it. 

Because right now it looks as if the 2011-12 Bulls 
season— and complete NBA season— is in jeopardy 
after the league locked out players Thursday 

‘As we’ve indicated before, it’s something we’ve 
prepared for; we anticipated it was coming,” union 
executive director Billy Hunter said when Thurs- 
day’s labor talks ended around 3 p.m. “The problem 
is the gap in terms of the numbers— where they are 
and where we are— we can’t find any way to bridge 
that gap.” 


It’s the NBA’s first work stoppage since 1998. 

A year ago, the league opened one of the biggest 
offseasons in its history Now the league will close 
its doors. 

Commissioner David Stern expressed “sadness” 
for the move, which he said “has a very large impact 
on a lot of people, most of whom aren’t associated 
with either side.” 

For instance, the lockout could now result in the 
loss of jobs within the league and its franchises. 
Stern said the league will “have to go back and look 
at everything with our expenses.”

Shia LaBeouf learned how to play with 
others on action-movie sets, which may help 
explain why he’s often ready for a fight. 

He’s even battled Michael Bay director of his 
latest film, “Transformers: Dark of the Moon,” 
during filming last October at Florida’s Ken- 
nedy Space Center. With military and NASA 
personnel watching. Bay 
and his leading man were 
shooting an emotional 
sequence on a shuttle 
launchpad at Cape Ca- 
naveral. To put himself in 
a somber frame of mind, 

LaBeouf started playing 
a wistful ballad. Feist’s 
“Brandy Alexander.” 

“Yeah, it’s a little femi- 
nine, but it touches me,” 

LaBeouf says, starting 
to pepper his recollec- 
tion with more exple- 
tives than are allowed 
in the PG-13 film. “I feel 
something when I hear 
it. ... But Mike doesn’t 
want to listen to ‘Brandy Alexander’ under the 
rocket with 50 military dudes around.” 

Bay unplugged the actor’s iPod (hooked 
to speakers), LaBeouf says, and replaced it 
with his own, cueing up the propulsive score 
of “The Dark Knight.” “I take him aside, I’m 
like, ‘Mike, this is the most important mo- 
ment in the movie for me. The crux of my 
whole character, my whole arc. That doesn’t 
work for me, dude.’ ... Now it’s two dudes 
ready to kill each other. ... Spit’s flying.” 

According to LaBeouf, Bay left the set with 
the NASA/military entourage, and his direc- 
tor of photography finished shooting the 
sequence without him. (Bay declined to be 
interviewed.) 

After working on three “Transformers” 
movies together, the 25-year-old actor says. 
Bay is “sort of my big brother. ...We’re both 
very game, very passionate people. Some- 
times it’s not actor-director. Sometimes it’s 
two dudes yelling over explosions. Sometimes 
it doesn’t sound like the friendliest conversa- 
tion. But we love each other.” 

Inspired by a line of Hasbro toys from the

1980s, the “Transformers” movies depict war- 
ring bands of sentient robots from the planet 
Cybertron that can shape-shift into vehicles. 
LaBeouf plays Sam Witwicky a reluctant 
fighter in the war between the benevolent 
Autobots and the evil 
Decepticons. 

LaBeouf has little 
in common with Wit- 
wicky and other well- 
behaved heroes of sum- 


mer popcorn movies. 
On a good day his off- 
screen candor merely 
gives some studio ex- 
ecutives heartburn; on 
a bad day, it lands him 
in a bar fight. But he in- 
sists he’s finally starting 
to grow up. 

Steadily employed as 
an actor since he was 
13, LaBeouf was hand- 
^ picked by executive pro- 

ducer Steven Spielberg to be the human face of 
the “Transformers” franchise, which so far has 
grossed more than $1.5 billion worldwide. He 
also starred in Spielberg’s 2008 Indiana Jones 
reboot, “The Kingdom of the Crystal Skull.” 

“That’s a gift and a curse,” LaBeouf says, 
of being Spielberg’s hero. “Steven introduced 
me to the world in a way The man has been 
incredible to me. But the work that I’ve done 
with him, the character variation is not heavy 
It’s sort of all in the same vein. ... I’ve gotta 
anchor these movies that are in these outra- 
geous worlds, and I have to be as tangible as 
possible. ... I have no problem with that, but I 
don’t want to be there forever.” 

Moving ahead, LaBeouf says, he’s trying to 
be more selective about picking parts. He will 
star in the indie “The Wettest County in the 
World,” about a family of Depression-era boot- 
leggers. LaBeouf is the youngest, most ambi- 
tious of three violent brothers —his siblings are 
played by Tom Hardy and Jason Clarke. 

“I like to work. I like going to camp,” 
LaBeouf says. “I’ve usually had something else 
to jump into, or I’ve got a start date. I’m try- 










‘New girl 
on the block’ 

Victoria’s Secret model Rosie 
Huntington-Whiteley had never made a 
movie before stepping into the block- 
buster “Transformers” series for the third 
film, “Dark of the Moon.” 

“I had no idea how they made these 
movies,” said the 24-year-old newcomer, 
who plays Carly, the new love interest of 
the franchise hero, Sam Witwicky (Shia 
LaBeouf).

Did that bit of history make the 
English-born Huntington-Whiteley 
nervous? Did knowing that “Dark of 
the Moon,” in theaters now, is estimat- 
ed to have cost $200 million add any 
pressure? 

“Yeah!” she said. “I’d be lying if I said I 
didn’t feel under scrutiny or under pres- 
sure. But I think it comes when you ac- 
cept something like this. I think every- 
body’s waiting to see who the new girl 
on the block is, and ‘Are you going to like 
me?’ Some people will and some people 
won’t, and there’s really not much you 
can do about that. 

“I’ve spent the last year trying to get 
my head around things, but as long as 
the people involved are happy with it, 
and I’m happy with it, that’s good.”

The same impulsiveness that inspired

LaBeouf says he has been warned by people 
he respects— including Spielberg— to watch 
his words in public and smooth some of his 
rough edges.

Vardalos 
teams with Tom Hanks to pen new rom-com 


“I loved that process because it was very 
honest in that we were just trying to write a 
what-if story Neither one of us was trying to 
force our own ideas into it.” 

Hanks cast his wife, Rita Wilson, and Var- 
dalos’ husband, Ian Gomez, in the film. Var- 
dalos provides the voice for the GPS system 
in Mercedes’ car. “I wanted to work with Nia 
because I needed her expertise,” Hanks said. 
“There are characters in this film that needed 
to have complete voices and complete arcs — 
they had to be authentic. She worked on it for 
many drafts, and then I took it and began to 
edit. The give-and-take with Nia continued 
right up to the end.” 

Even though this story was penned before 
the recession, timing is everything. “Larry 
Crowne” isn’t a particularly uplifting movie 
at times, but Vardalos thinks the realness of 
it will appeal to all the folks not caught up in 
“Ttansformers” or the other summer block- 
busters enhanced by CGI effects. 

“There is a relevance in Tarry Crowne,’ 
which is fortunate and unfortunate,” she said. 
“It’s what can happen if you keep your heart 
open. And I’ve certainly lived that too. When 
we were trying to become parents, I thought 
the only way to become a parent was either 
to have a biological child or adopt an infant. 
But when I opened my heart and thought of 
different ways, we ended up finding a perfect 
daughter in American foster care. And that, I 
think, is what Tom has — this optimism and 
this way of looking at things.” 

As for what she would do if she found her- 
self in a “Larry Crowne” situation, Vardalos, 
who is writing a TV pilot for Lox and prepar- 
ing for her role in ‘American Girl,” didn’t hesi- 
tate in her response. She’s already engaged in 
her backup plan. 

“I was a florist and I was quite happy,” 
she said. “I can make a casket spray in under 
lo minutes and I do my friends’ weddings still. 
I love it because it’s creative and smells great. 
I would also like to get a degree in English so I 
could be at a party and quote Chaucer!”

Even though she’s enjoyed Hollywood success 
with films such as “My Big Eat Greek Wed- 
ding” and “My Life in Ruins,” Nia Vardalos 
recently had a “loser Winnipeg girl moment.” 

“I was driving up Highland and saw bill- 
boards,” the Canadian actress said. “I’ve never 
had print or advertising campaign billboards 
for any of my movies. So when I saw the bill- 
boards for ‘Larry Crowne’ and saw my name . . . 
I jumped out of the car and took a picture of 
it on my phone!” 

Vardalos, who spent many years with Sec- 
ond City in Chicago, co-wrote this new ro- 
mantic comedy that stars Tom Hanks and 
Julia Roberts. The film, opening Eriday, 
chronicles the plight of a 50 -year-old man 
(Hanks) who has to reinvent himself after get- 
ting downsized from the discount store he’s 
worked at since his Navy days. 

Encouraged by friends to learn a new trade, 
Larry enrolls in the local community college, 
where he joins a scooter gang headed by char- 
acters portrayed by Gugu Mbatha-Raw and 
Wilmer Valderrama and falls for Mercedes 
Tainot (Roberts), a less than en- 
gaging public speaking teacher 
with problems at home. 

Hanks, who directed and 
produced the film, recruited 
Vardalos about six years ago 
to co-write the script with him 
based off an idea he had. Col- 
laborating with a two-time 
Oscar winner had its OMG 
moments for Vardalos, but she 
found that Hanks was the per- 
fect partner. 

“The way we wrote, I called 
it the ‘no-rules way’ ” Vardalos 
said. “Neither one of us had an 
ego or a feeling of ownership of 
the script.

All costume, 
no drama 

When a Parisian vacation goes terribly wrong, it’s 
nothing a little well-intentioned fraud can’t fix. 
Proof: Recent Texas high school grad Grace (Selena 
Gomez) and her bickering travel 
companions (Leighton Meester, 
Katie Cassidy) indulge in high 
society once Grace impersonates a 
snotty British heiress (also played 
by Gomez) who looks a lot like 
her. As in, exactly like her. 

The buzz: Ooh la la, the girls are romanced by 
athletes and royalty as they work to maintain their 
ruse as long as possible. Which unfolds with about 
as much energy and surprise as snafus like being left 
behind by the bus or causing a power outage when 
trying to use a Parisian outlet. 

The verdict: It’s an insult to call Gomez the next 
Miley Cyrus since, uh, Gomez actually has talent 
and screen presence. She acquits herself nicely in a 
role that unfortunately asks little of her but “switch 
back and forth between an American and a British 
accent.” Grace’s only defining characteristic is her 
niceness, while her British doppelganger Cordelia 
is selfish and rude, and there you have it. If big- 
band music and sitcom-level misunderstandings

translated into legit zaniness, then “Monte Carlo” 
would be just delightful. Mostly these characters 
are all dressed up with nothing notable to do. 


Intriguing, but it doesn’t 
advance the story 

Ad revenues are a shadow of their former selves. People 
are getting news from Twitter, Facebook, Wikileaks, 
everywhere else on the Internet and basically anywhere 
but print media. What’s a 
little old historic newspaper 
to do? This doc enters the 
legendary paper to see if 
we really are facing, as one 
hashtag suggests, 
#mediaarmageddon . 

Obviously: How I respond to this movie— espe- 
cially since it covers David Carr’s extensive piece on 
the bankruptcy of the Tribune Company, my employ- 
er-will inevitably be different from that of a viewer 
who doesn’t work for a media company Regardless, it’s 
great to see a film show the way newspapers actually 
operate, rather than the sensationalized gabfest that 
usually occurs in rom-com newsrooms. 

The verdict: Does the movie emulate the Times’ 
reputation for diligent, relentless pursuit of the truth? 
Nah, it’s too glossy for that, reiterated by director 
Andrew Rossi’s choice to end “Page One” with then- 
Executive Editor Bill Keller announcing the paper’s 
latest batch of Pulitzer Prizes. I still found the film 
riveting in its look at how to maintain old-school jour- 
nalism principles when the bottom line doesn’t always

“Transformers: Dark of the Moon” grossed 
$37.2 million Wednesday in its first full day of 
play at U.S. and Canadian box offices, giving it 
the best opening-day gross of 2011. 

Including the $5.5 million earned in Tues- 
day night sneaks, the Michael Bay tentpole 
has grossed $42.7 million in domestic theaters 
in its first two days. 


The movie is doing strong business in 3-D 
locations, bucking the recent downturn in 
3-D attendance. Roughly 60 percent of the 
ticket sales are coming from 3-D theaters, 
which have raked in a strong $3.3 million. 

So far, “Dark of the Moon” is seeing ticket 
sales running ahead of the first “Transformers” 
but behind its sequel “Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen,” which grossed $62 million on 


its first day “Revenge of the Fallen” opened 
on a Wednesday in 2009. Comparisons are 
difficult, however, because of differences in 
calendar days and the marketplace. 

Previously, the best opening day of the year 
belonged to Disney’s “Pirates of the Carib- 
bean: On Stranger Tides,” which debuted to 
$34.8 million, including $4.7 million in mid- 
nights, on a Friday 


“Dark of the Moon” should pick up notice- 
ably as the July 4 holiday weekend gets under 
way in the U.S. Still, Paramount is prepared 
for the three-quel to come in behind “Re- 
venge of the Fallen,” which grossed roughly 
$200 million in its first five days.

Our critic The Great Burgerelli 
sinks his teeth into two new burgers 

Out of all the culinary competitions in this hungry world of ours, you 
may not be surprised to discover that I am especially fond of one called 
the Hamburger Hop, a whimsically named burger cookoff held annually 
before Chicago Gourmet. At last fall’s competition, the uppermost ac- 
colade went to a chap by the name of Ryan LaRoche from NoMi, a quite 
sophisticated restaurant perched on the seventh floor of the Park Hyatt 
hotel known not for burgers, but for a menu of chi-chi French cuisine 
and sushi. After the restaurant closed and then reopened recently as the 
sHghtly dressed-down NoMi Kitchen serving American fare (and sushi, 
still, but do not ask me why), I simply could not stay away Though the 
8oo Burger (see “Burger comeback”) that won LaRoche such praise is 
not on the menu, another burger with equal promise is. 


THE BURGER 

I am at first a bit 
puzzled when I sec 
NoMi Kitchen’s 
sole burger listed as 
the “American kobe 
m ~ burger” for S19 on 

•••C the menu. Surely 

the folks at this 
fine establishment 

know that the word “kobe” refers only to 
a certain variety of beef raised in Japan. 
Moments later, I realize that the name 
is meant to convey that Nomi’s burger is 
made from wagyu beef, the U.S.-raised an- 
swer to Japan’s kobe. At 8 ounces, the patty 
is not especially thick but is cooked a per- 
fectly pink medium-rare per my request. 

THE BUN 

The custom bun is essentially a cross be- 
tween an onion bun and olive-oil ciabatta. 
Though the crusty exterior makes the first 


bite a bit of a challenge, subsequent bites 
thankfully require significantly less effort. 

THE FIXINGS 

A slice of young aged Gouda melts nicely, 
and a trio of house-made items— thinly 
sliced pickles, tomato confit and charred 
onion-and-garlic aioli— weave together a 
harmony of tangy, salty and smoky notes. 
My only complaint is that the traditional 
lettuce leaf is forgone for a pile of water- 
cress, and all those stems are a bit stringy. 

EVERYTHING ELSE 

Neither too crispy nor too soggy, fries arc 
tossed with an assortment of fried herbs, 
including thyme, rosemary and parsley. 

BURGERELLrS BOTTOM Lii^i 
For the high ticket price, I would like more 
meat. But I must confess that few res- 
taurants invest so much care in a burger’s 
accoutrements as NoMi Kitchen.

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Though the search 
for excellent burgers 
is my primary passion 
in life, I do consider 
myself a philosophi- 
cal man, known to 
read Socrates with a 
slider or two on hand 
for sustenance. 
Though at first 
look this counter-service establishment, 
which opened May 30 in Andersonville, 
seems quite standard, its philosophy is to 
prepare its burgers using deliberately above- 
standard practices, such as grinding its meat 
on the premises each day 

THE BURGER 

My preference for a medimn-rare burger is 
no secret, but because the philosophy here 


is to cook all patties to medium-well, I could 
not argue. Luckily, the mandatory prepara- 
tion does not seem to sacrifice the moisture 
of the patty itself, a fact I discovered as a 
steady drip of juices found its way onto my 
fries (a delicious side effect, I might add). 

THE BUN 

Pretzel buns and oat-speckled whole-wheat 
buns solidly contain the patty and top- 
pings and therefore rank high on the Great 
Burgerelh’s LBI (lower-bun integrity) scale. 
Traditional white buns, which I have not yet 
tried and therefore abstain from scoring, also 
are available. 

THE FIXINGS 

Besides the Back to Basics burger (lettuce, 
tomato, American cheese), the menu features 
four other beef burger varieties ($5.99-56.99). 


The Good Morning Chicago burger includes 
the especially popular combination of a fried 
egg, bacon and cheese. However, given the 
charm of a fried egg- topped burger has all to 
do with runny yolk dripping out at all angles, I 
was beside myself when a staff member asked 
only whether I would prefer said egg cooked 
either over medium or well done. Too-salty 
teriyaki-giazed patty aside, I rather liked the 
Tropieal Bud burger topped with onions, 
Swiss cheese and grilled pineapple, 

EVERYTHING ELSE 

The addictive sea salt-dusted fries exhibit a 
lovely audible crunch but suffer from USD 
(uneven salt distribution), an affliction that 
is easily remedied. To satisfy a sweet tooth, 
do as I do and ignore the packaged cookies 
on the counter and instead opt for one of 
the made- to-order milkshakes ($3.99), which 


range in flavor from basic chocolate, vanilla 
and strawberry to peanut butter or Nutella. 
Note: Fries are not included in the burger 
price, but can be added a la carte (S1.99) or as 
part of a discounted combo with a soda, juice 
or shake ($2.99-S5.69 plus price of burger). 

BURGERELLI S BOTTOM LINE 

Though beefed-up quotations appear on 
the walls and napkin holders (“I hear and I 
forget. T see and I remember. I eat a burger 
and I understand.” — Confucius), it seems to 
me that not naming the burgers after notable 
thinkers is a missed opportunity But because 
The Great Burgerelli is a lover of burgers 
and not a marketing specialist, I will simply 
declare The Burger Philosophy a welcome 
addition to Andersonville.
